The Value of Fish Annually One 
Hundred Million Dollars. 


Political Situation in New York and Pennsyl- 
vania--Hubbell on the Next House. 


pecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, October 21.—Prof. Baird, 
pf the National Museum, is busily engaged 
In preparing the fish exhibit which the Gov- 
ernment is to send to the Great International 
Fisheries Exhibition to be held in London 
next year. The United States collection at 
the last exhibition of this kind, which was 
held at Berlin in 1879, was counted a very 
fine one, and was then valued at $50,000. 
Since that much has been added to the col- 
lection, and many new features are now be- 
ing created for the coming exhibit. Among 
the new features are plaster casts of many of 
the food and other fishes of this country, so 
that the collection will be very complete in 
this regard. Besides this, however, there 
are being prepared life-sized 
representations of American fish- 
ermen and oystermen and their appliances 
for prosecuting their business, which will be 
made a part of the exhibit. Prof. Baird has, 
asi have already shown in this correspon- 
dence, great faith in the fish future—so to 
speak—of this countrv. He believes that the 


present fish production, which amounts to 
poary $100,000,000 in value, = { be increased 
tenfold by proper management, and may be 
made to supply the world with fish 
The coming exhibition is expected to prove 
beneficial in many particulars. Sea and fresh- 
‘water fishing are to be fully illustrated. 
with exhibits thoroughly classified and ar- 
ranged, ‘This willinclude also fishing craft 
and fishing geat of al) nations,the dress, food, 
residences, etc., of the fishermen, and all 
valuable plans for protection of human life 
when engaged in this calling. The enormous 
uses of fish, both as food and for the pur- 
poses of obtaining oils and fertilizers, is also 
to be an important feature of the subject un- 
der discussion. Fish culture, the breeding 
and rearing of fish in the streams and lakes 
of the country, will be an important study in 
this exhibition: also the acclimatization of 
them. The National and International Fish 
Laws will also come in for consideration and 
discussion during exhibition. 
POLITICAL. 

There is a great diversity of views here on | 
New York and Pennsylvania politics. I met 
agentieman last evening who has studied 
the situation faithfully and he predicted that 
the great fight now would be in Pennsylva- 
nia and Virginia and that New York would 
be allowed to go by default. 

“You don’t mean to tell me,’’ I said, “that 
you think the Republicans have given up 
trying to carry New York State?” 

“Ves, I do,” he replied. “I think aT have 
fully decided on this plan; to put all their 
money and energy into Pennsylvania and 
Virginia, and to let New York go Democratic 
as much as she likes.”’ 

“But wouldn’t that be a terrific blow to the 
Administration ?”’ 

“Yes, but the Administration can’t help it. 
The New York judges, who have been in 
the habit of putting up money to carry the 
elections for the Repeblicana have, I under- 
stand, refused to furnish the money this 
time. and the result is that there is no hope.” 

“Why have they refused?” 

“Becuuse they see that it is no use trying 
to carry the State against the tide of popular 
feeling against the ticket. They would pus 
up the money the same as usual if they 
thought it would carry the State, but they 
fion’t think it would, so they won’t put up.” 

“But Pennsylvania?” 

“The Stalwarts believe that by a liberal 
nse of money they can carry that State, and 
that if they do so it will be a sort of ‘stand- 
off’ in regard to New York, and the loss of 
that State won't hurt them so much.” 

To-day Imeta New York man who has 
been a long time in rege and who is very 
near the throne, besides, and asked him what 
he thought of the situation. 

“Well,” he said, as he hitched his chair a 
little nearer mine, “I think I begin to see 
fight. It has looked pretty dark for us 

hough; but I believe we shall pull 
through.”

“Yes. Ithink that Ican see about what 
the ‘defection’ is going to amount to. Most 
of the men who have gone off as leaders

Vhy, a paper up in the interior of the State, 
wBich had een attacking Folger 
and the ticket vigorously, and 
predicting great losses n its 
county, recently wrote to the committee sug- 
resting that for $800 he would turn over to 
he supportof the ticket and carry all the 
votes with him. ‘The committee promptly 
published his letter. That, however, shows 
something of the class of men they have to 
do with there. I think the committee under- | 
stands the situation pretty well, and I be- | 
lieve that they will carry the State by a good 
majority.” 
HUBBELL ON THE NEXT HOUSE, 

THiubbell insists that the situation regarding 

the next Ilouse is not sO se- 
ious =A s generally claimed by 
th parties. _ He says he believes the next 
ouse will be Republican. He admits, how- 
ever, that there is no large majority for his 
party. Hesays thatthe Democratic gain is 
only five so far, and that on Congressmen 
there will be no loss to the Republicans in 
New York or Pennsylvania, and that there 
will be little loss in Indiana. He estimates 
the chances for a Republican House as being 
fifty per cent better now than they were two 
years ago. He says that there are seventy- 
cight doubtful districts, and that the Repub- 
licans will carry forty-six of them, and have 
187 votes, or twenty-eight more than a ma- 
jority.

Parnell Accused of Misappropriating £98,000 
of the Land League Funds--Foreign 
News.

DUBLIN, October 21.—This city was to-day 
thrown into a state of almost unparalleled 
political excitement by a letter printed 
conspicuously in the Irish Times 
and referred to editorially in a way 
suggesting that the editor has satisfied him- 
self of the truth of the statements made in 
the letter. This letter positively accuses 
Parnell and the Parliamentary party with 
having without warrant used £98,000 of the 
Land League funds for their own private pur- 
poses, and circumstantially alleges that Par- 
nell and his party, naving got through with 
this tremendous misappropriation of funds 
collected from the poor Irish all over 
the world for another purpose, 
by collusion with the managers 
of the Land League, attempted to hush the 
matter up by dissolving the Land League 
without any accounting of its funds. 
The Times denounces the act as one of 
the greatest pieces of political villainy ever 
erpetrated in modern times and does not 
hesitate to suggest a suspicion that the Par- 
liamentary party ran the Land League as a 
false pretense under which to collect money 
which they never. could have obtained ifit 
had been solicited for the purely political pur- 
poses for which it was really sought and 
needed. The Times concludes by warning the 
Irish people against political tricksters of 
all kinds and urges them to press 
for an accounting of the Land League funds, 
hinting that if the Land League managers be 
ever compelled to account for these funds 
an exposure will result — which 
will show that the villainy of the Parliament- 
ary party is even worse than here suggested, 
The Daily Express, referring to the charges, 
says that no explanations or answers have 
been yet made by Parne}l or his colleagues 
to these assertions, although every effort 
has been made by their friends to secure 
from them some statement.

UNDER ROOF, 


The New Twelve-Story Building at Main and 
Ashley Streets. 

This afternoon the completion of the roofing oi 
the new Belcher Sugar Refinery, on the south side 
of Ashley between Main and Front streets, 
was celebrated with the old European 
custom of raising a tree, Yesterday a party of 
workmen was sent out intothe country tocuta 
flourishing sapling, which to-day was planted ina 
bed of masonry on the cornice at the top of the 
massive ~° structure. On the 16t of 
last April the ground at the 
above location was broken, and since that date an 
immense force of workmen have been constintly 
engaged in rearing the huge structure, which is 
now one of the four largest in the United States. 
In preparing the foundation the excavations were 
made until a bed of _ soll natural 
rock was reached. On this the abutments 
and the structure,the west wing of which is 
twelve stories high, measuring 145 feet from the 
street level,were built. The base is of forty-four inch 
Grafton stone and the walls taper from a width 
of thirty-five inches at the base to twenty-four 
inches at the top of the _ twelfth story. 
This portion will be occupied by the refinery., 
The stories are twelve, ten and nine feet in height 
and in the eastern portion are divided by brick 
arches, which form the = of one and the fire- 
—— floor of the next. The basement is twenty 
eet high, having a solid, smooth reck flooring. 
The boiler-room will be located in the 
extreme southeastern portion of the 
ground and will be almost completely cut off from 
the remainder of the building. The main smoke 
stack will be 195 feet from the base, which is nine- 
teen feet square and twenty-two inches thick. This 
is also built upon the solid rock. This tmmense 
contract has been executed under the personal su- 
pervision of Mr. Richard Bergy, a well known 
architect and civil engineer from Saxony, 
who came to this country to build the 
San Francisco sugar refinery. The Belcher Build- 
ing is an architectural wonder, combining beauty 
and strength iu a remarkable degree. It will not 
be ng for occupancy, however, before next 
June, Haste has been made to roof the builaing 
before the inclement weather sets in to impede 
the progress of the work. 

The Belcher Sugar Retinery is several feet higher 
than the Chicago Glucose Works, which is the 
highest structure in the City by the Lake.

This progressive incorpora- 
tion of vast bodies of immigrants of various 
bloods has never occurred on such a scale be- 
fore. That there will come hereafter troubles 
of various kinds, and very grave ones, seems 
highly probable; but all nations have had, 
and will have, their troubles.

The School Board Election Next 
Tuesday--The Candidates. 


Geo. Bain Declines--Gossip on the Election-- 
Notes and Personal Mention. 


An election to fill vacancies in the School 
Board from nine of the wards in the city 
takes place next Tuesday. It is safe, how- 
ever, to say that not one voter in a dozen 
knows anything about it, and the politicians 
do not give it any attention. The scrabble 
for salaried offices, which is now going on, 


cuts the School Board out ef public interest. 
School Directors get no pay,and an election to 
fill a vacancy in that direction has generally 
to go to the wallin the excitement of a mu- 
nicipal election. The vacancies which are to 

ed next Tuesday occur in the Eighth, 
Eleventh, Thirteenth, Fifteenth, Nineteenth, 
Twentieth, Twenty-fourth, Twenty-fifth, 
Tweunty-sixth and Twenty-eighth wards. In 
all of these the candidates have been nomi- 
nated and are now making as much of a can- 
vass as a Schoo! Director ever attempts. 

In the Eighth Ward, Ed. Hummel, the 
present incumbent, wants to goback. He 
was originally elected as a Greenbacker, and 
afterwards as a Republican. Hummel is now 
running independent, is said to be a Demo- 
crat, and is making such an active canvass 
that he is pretty certain of re-election. His 
only competitor is Dr. Wm. C,. Green. 

In the Eleventh Ward there is no opposi- 
tion to Dr. Henry Hickman, the present 
member. He has been nominated again by 
his own party, the Republicans, and itis un- 
derstood that the Democrats ‘will put no can- 
didate against him. At least, they have not 
done so yet, and a number of leading Demo- 
crats are his supporters. 

In the Thirteenth Ward the Filleyites have 
nominated Col. R. J. Rombauer, a brother of 
Judge Rombauer, and a former member of 
the board.

The nomination of 
FRANELDN Boson for Mayor of the city has 
at ance harmonized all the warring factions 
of the party and proved about as satisfactory 
to the great body of citizens who care 
chiefly for good government as the nomina- 
tion of CLEVELAND for Governor. Epson 
is a thorough business man, whose generally 
recognized character and capacity guarantee 
an administration which the machine politi- 
cians cannot capture. This is what the peo- 
ple of New York have apparently made up 
their minds to have both in city and State. 


A very important decision has been ren- 
dered by the New York Court of Appeals in 
the elevated railway case, which has been in 
litigation a long time. The decision rejects 
the theory that, “as railroads, like streets, 


are intended to facilitate trade and com- 
merce, and lands taken foreither are taken 
for public use, the Legislature may, in its 
diseretion, appropriate the public streets of 
our cities to the railroad corporations, and 
this without reference tothe form of their 
structure or the extent of the injury wrought 
upon property abutting thereon.” The court 


pronounces this “a startling proposition,” 
and holds that the owner of property 
a public street used as a common 
thoroughfare acquires an “easement” 
or richt of use in itt which is 
entitled to protection as property under the 
constitutional provision forbidding the tak- 
ing of private property for public use with- 
out compensation. The Judges were so 
divided that a change of one to the other side 
would have prevented the reversal of the de- 
cision of the court below, but the dissenting 
Judges seem to have differed from the others 


only in holding that in point of fact the ele- 


vated railway did not obstruct the use of the 
gtreetin front of the plaintiff's property. 
They do not deny the principle of the decis- 
ion, hor contend that the private property 
must be physically “‘taken” before a case for 
damages can rise. The difference betWeen 
the minority and majority of the court is 
chiefly as to drawing the line against those 
consequential damages which are too remote 
to be safely estimated or separated from the 
benefits of the taking.

dependents of its principal owners, upon the 
various paying offices of the eity, and its poli- 
tical lackeys upon the cffices of the Common- 
wealth—then we have journalism of that 
pernicious type which deliberately sacrifices 
every public interest and every noble function 
ofthe public teacher to personal ends as 
mean as those for which the ward bummer 
sells his vote. Weall knowthat in every 
exposure of ring jobbery or treasury tapping, 
such a journal is sure toturn up among the 
beneficiaries. We find its conductors always 
trying to boss the machine, always busy get- 
ting up slates, always directing their gangs 
of primary manipulators, always with a per- 
sonal candidate for every office, always 
threatening: the party with the influence 
of their paper, unless these candi- 
dates are nominated, always treasuring 
malice against men who will not bow to their 
dictation. We instinctively expect that such 
a paper will fawn upon the rich for social in- 
fluence while making cruel merchandise of 
everything which concerns only the poor; 
A paper of this kind will let vice and 
crime fester unexposed and [t will be silent 
in the presence of wrong.,and cringe at 
the feet of the “respectable” wrong- 
doer rather than lose power ina single ward 
primary. When its candidates’ records are 
shown up from official documents printed in 
its own back files, it raises a howl about per- 
sonal journalism. Yetthe moment that the 
editor of a hated rival paper is placed 
where it thinks be can not strike back, 
it resorts to the most malignant and inhuman 
methods of crushing him and silencing him 

This 1s personal journalism. 
the other hand there is a 
genuine public journalism. Standing aloof 
from and cliques, and 
seeking no personal emolument beyond the 
free patronage with which the people reward 
honest and gallant public service, it keeps it- 
self free to criticise every candidate’s claims 
according to his merit, to attack a public 
wrong wherever it is found, whether in the 
paiace or the hovel, an o stand 
up for the welfare of the 1 Sipe all 
the enemies of society and all the jayhawkers 
of politics. Of course this sort of thing makes 
a paper enemies, who will omit no oppor- 
tunity to declaim against it when they have 
found they can not bribe or otherwise silence 
it Not only the men whose schemes it 
has balked or whose crimes it has exposed, 
butall the guilty who fear that their time 
will come some day, are ever on the watch to 
arouse popular distrust and prejudice against 
the faithful journalistic tribune of the 
people.

THE LOST OPPORTUNITY. 

The Republican Reform movement, which 
started out a month ago with such brilliant 
promise and such positive assertion, has 
faded away like an unsubstantial pageant, 
and such rags and tatters as still remain on 
the seene will be brushed up and swept out 
of sight, though not out of memory, by the 
November election. 

At first there is something so irresistibly 
comic in the collapse of the bubble; the con- 
trast is so great between the completeness of 
the attempt and the completeness of the 
failure that it is impossible not to laugh 
at the whole business. There was the 
marshaling of eminent men and the 
parade of reputable names, the eloquent 
declaration of principles amid the ap- 
plause of admiring spectators, tha rush 
which hustled the old machine committee out 
of place, and then began the decline and fall. 
Doubts were suggested, dissensions arose, 
dcfections were noted, hesitation succeeded 
to courage, and when the curtain fell on the 
brief comedy last Thursday afternoon, 
there was 80 little left of the great revolution 
that the survivors hardly made a respectable 
surrender. 

Yet after the laugh is over there is a seri- 
ousside to this business of playing -at 
politics, and a heavy responsibility rests 
upon the men who made and marred 
that movement. They were supposed 
to be earnest men who had carefully 
stadied the situation, Who knew the difficul- 
ties to be encountered, who had had suffi- 
client acouaintance with/ the practical man-

agement of polities to estimate their own 
strength, and they were credited with pluck 
enough to carry out the role of leadership 
they had assumed. It now appears that 
they started out upon an expedition without 
knowing whither they were going, that they 
had not taken the trouble to discover 
whether they were united in purpose or not, 
that they knew nothing about the strength 
of their support, or the wishes of those who 
were willing to help them, and finally they 
have shown themselves recreant in the lack 
of courage to carry on the high trust which 
they had rashly and recklessly assumed. 

For the practical mismanagement which 
assured the failure of the attempt there 
is no excuse whatever. If they had 
rested content with opposing Mr. FILLEY 
where he was clearly in the wrong, and had 
then added their strength tothe combined 
movement which was arraying itself in op- 
position to Bourbon Democracy in Missouri, 
they would have rendered a valuable service 
to their party, to their State and to the canse 
of political morality. But they went out of 
their way to attack -Mr. FILLey in a 
position where he was clearly in the 
right; they foolishly opposed a policy which 
they would have .accepted if it had 
not been planned by Fiitiey, and their hu- 
miliation has greatly weakened if it has not 
wholly ruined the only chance of a practica- 
ble opposition to Bourbonism. 

Men who deliberately reject the alliance of 
thirty-five thousand votersin a State cam- 
paign when such an alliance is tendered to 
them on honorable conditions,can justify their 
conduct only by pleading some _ essential 
principle at stake or by showing a gain to off- 
set the loss. Certainly the men who sur- 
rendered to FrLLey and endorsed his ticket 
will not pretend that it was superior virtue 
which induced them to repudiate the Green- 
back allianee, and, instead of bringing any 
new strength to their party, they could have 
no other expectation than that their dissen- 
sion would weaken it on election day, no 


matter what the end might be. | 

The loss of the Greenback alliance was not | 
all the damage done to the cause of political 
reform by these imprudent amateurs. All 
over the State of Missouri, in every district, 
without an exception, there were Independ- 
ent Democrats who were anxiously waiting 
for a decent occasion to show that 
Democracy was not wholly identified with 
Bourbonism. Had they been permitted 
just one opportunity to vote as they 
wished, their numbers and their character 
would have swelled the strength of the oppo- 
sition until Bourbonism would have trembled 
on its throne and given pledges for its better 
conduct in the future. Then polities in Mis- 
souri would have had a meaning of the most 
practical kind, would have involved a prin- 
ciple of the most valuable nature; it would 
not have been in the power of a little clique 
or party caucus to set up a State government 
in a convention and to run it without regard 
to public sentiment. 

The miserable blundering and the hopeless 
failure of these would-be reformers [fs no 
laughing matter. Ithas done great injury 
to the - State. The least part of 
the damage has been the confirmation 
of the power of a boss over one of the great | 
political parties of the State and the conse- | 
quent degradation of Republican politics.

Of course the standards by | 
which a business is dubbed “gentéel’”’ are | 
utterly wrong and false and are responsible 


for much of the error which young men fall | 


into in choosing their vocation. Taking | 


plain common sense for the touchstone of | 


respectability, we fail to see wherein the iron- 
molder is not the peer of the book-keeper’ 
The work of one is just as 
that of the other; the molder ir 

ninety-nine cases out of a hundred 
ismore useful to sociefy than the scriv- 
ener. The average molder gets twice as | 
much pay for his work as the average clerk. | 
There are thousands of molders wanted for | 
each book-keeper for whom there is a de- | 
mand, and yet our boys go on crassly 

crowding into a department of labor which | 
is full, and contemptuously rejecting a busi- 
ness in which there is work for thousands. 
There is another fault undefneath this false 
nomenclature, however, which the workshops 
of the future must uproot and destroy. 
Even when an American boy, forced 
by hard fate or good sense into a trade, has | 
become a journeyman, he finds that while 
he is better off than his playmate who is | 
struggling with circumstances in a “‘genteel’’ 
office, he cannot compete with foreign-born 
journeymen who capture the prizes of his 
calling and leave him the drudgery until he 
has painfully acquired, at great loss of time, 
and with much additional labor, the lessons 
which they learned under the system of 
European apprenticeship. 

A firm of Springfield, Mass., fron manu- 
facturers has attacked this apprenticeship 
question in a novel way. They make the 
term of apprenticeship six years, and they 
require fifty-eight hours of work in the shops 
and nine hours of study each week—nearly 
eleven hours a day. All applicants are 
taken on trial for a preliminary period 
before the indentures are signed. The ap- 
prentices are paid’ from five to twelve cents 
an hour, according to their proficiency, and 
besides this a reserve fund is created for 
each apprentice by the firm, which pays him 
two cents additional for every hour, the 
whole of this sum, $400, belng due on the 
day that the apprenticeship is completed.

The firm has already more appii- 
ecants than they ean possibly find room 
for, which shews that the beys have sense 
enough to recognize a goed thing when itis 
presented to them. No one ean deny the im- 
mense good which the manual training 
schools of the country are doing, but we will 
never have thoroughly good tradesmen until 
some such practical plan is acclimated 
throughout the country as well as Massa- 
chusetts. No business can be learned by 
intention, and when our boys go to work 
to educate themselves in their callings in the 
right way they will soon gtand in the front 
ranks. A boy who graduates into a work- 
shop outofa public school and gets a six- 
years’ course of wise technical education has 
nothing to fear from either foreign or home 
competition. 


THE PROBLEM OF SAVING. 

In England last year the small deposits in 
the postal savings banks aggregated $12,500,- 
000, This sum was got together in deposits 
averaging less than $1, and this statement 
alone is all that is necessary to prove the in- 
calculable benefit that these banks are to the 
people. Had these little sums, amount- 
ing to so little in themselves and 
amounting to millions as a whole, 
been left to their own devices, they 
would long since have gone into the grog- 
shops or into any of the thousand channels 
through which silver disappears. With 
these banks, receiving deposits from a penny 


saving and economical almost before they 
knew it themselves. 
formed, the habit of saving once formed, 
the result follows naturally. The Eng- 
lish poor are putting by $12,500,000 a year, 
for it is the poor that patronize these banks. 
We have the poor in America; in our 
great cities the condition of the very 
poor is almost as deplorable as in the 
slums of Europe. But we do little for them 
in the way of practical reform and educa- 
tion. Why cannot something be done here 
upon the model of these English postal 
banks? The matter has been laid before the 
Government already, and nothing has been 
done. Is there not enterprise enough 
among private philanthropists to dupli- 
cate the British system here? A few 
five cent banks in St. Louis, officered 
by men of known integrity and character, 
conducted not for the profit of the promoters 
and guarded by iron-clad safeguards for the 
deposits, would do more good in this city 
than half a dozen enlargements of the House 
of Refuge. These banks would pay their 
own expenses and would do a work which 
no philanthropy has yet been able to accom- 
plish in the tenements. They would turn the 
shiftless into the thrifty; they would teach 
economy and prudence. Beyond all, they 
would bear to the poor that temporal gospel

It.was composed and the 
music arranged for Belle Mackenzie by John 
Cockerill, the St. Louis editor. Belle Mackenzie 
made the yest of Hebe famous when she gave the 
new song for the first time at South Broad Street 

theater, in this city, during the great ‘Pinafore 
craze of 1877. en Jobn T. Ford was intro- 
duced to Miss Mackenzie in Baltimore he was 
struck with her face and manners, and 
thought she would make a hit on the stage, 80 he 
offered her a place in his companyin the Hebe 
réle in “Pinafore.” ‘The once was then pre- 
aring to come to Philadelphia to reap the rich 
harvest which afterward put thousands of dollars 
in the pockets of himself and Fred Zimmerman. 
The pretty Philadelphia blonde, who was about to 
make her first appearance, was not satisfied sim- 
ply to pose. But as the authors of the opera had 
not written asolofor the fair cousin, there was 
some difficulty in satisfying Miss Mackenzie, until 
the matter was mentioned to Mr. Cockerill, who 
was at that time the editor-in-chief of the Balti- 
more Gazette, and who sat downand dashed off 
the song which has since become famous. He is 
something of a musician and with the assistance 
of the director of Ford’s company the song was 
set to music and at once handed to Miss Macken- 
zie, who quickly caught its spiritand made @ great 
hit. The music to which the song was setis an 
old Hungarian air, which Mr. Cockerill heard dur- 
ing his tour of Europe for the Cincinnati Enquirer,

CHANCES IN CANDY. 


$30,000 Per Week Spent on 
Sweets in St. Louis. 


The Fashion in Confections--The Seductive 
Gum Drop--Jujube Goods. 


e _— Ss 


The form of candies and confections is reg- 
ulated closely by fashion, custom and senti- 
ment, though changes are slower in process 
than those which affect commodities and the 
luxuries which rank next to 
them in importance. Fifteen years -ago 
the trade in this city was principally stick 
candy and gum drops. The elaborate jellied 
work and corruscated bon-bons now exposed 
on the confectioners’ counters were recently 
made the subject of consideration by a Post- 
DISPATCH reporter, who learned that a great 
many of the new designs for holiday trade 
were being withheld from the market until 


cold weather should quicken the sweet tooth 
into a demand for tickling novelties. New 
forms of the lozenge, which is the simplest 
preparation of sweets, are led in importance 
- the candy postal card in miniature 
imitation of the genuine. A blank is left for 
the recipient’s name, thus: ‘“To Miss ——. 
and under it is printed a sentiment, such as: 
“Come, walk the woods with me, and we will 
talk of love.” Another shape, the polka 
lozenge, is long and narrow, with a motto 
on the _ side. Fruit lozenges have 
no lettering and are small and fancifully 
shaped. The musk lozenge isa pink oval 
stamped with the word “musk.” Itis to be 
eye druggists who cater to gentlemen's 
breaths. This taste for strong flavors is 

rominent in the new bon-bon called ‘“‘cor- 
vials.” To understand them the methods 
of manufacture wust be stated. 

THE INVENTION 
came about in a curious manner. It was 
about the year 1823 thata confectioner of 
Paris saw a brass founder moulding or print- 
ing in sand ornaments in bas-relief, which 
were afterward to be executed in brass. 
He conceived the idea of makin 
use of powdered sugar instead of sand, an 
then pour syrup boiled to the crystallizing 
degree into thecavity. He first used a pol- 
ished bone or piece of metal to make the de- 
pression in the sugar. A solution of sugar liquor 
was poured in and the finely-powdered sugar 
spread over its surface. It hardened sufii- 
ciently in two or three days’ time to be lifted 
out, a delicious sugar plum which the 
French could not get enough of. 
Later on the sweetineat was _ im- 
proved in appearance by = crystalizing 
or other decorations in colors, and its manu- 
facture was expedited by an_ invention 
of hollow plaster of Paris figures fastened at 
recular intervals on a flat board. These were 
dipped into the box of pre- 
pared sugar and the prints” thus 
made filled with the hot syrup. 
Sometimes hot spirits are substitu@ed, as, for 
example, pure whisky, the cooled bon-bon 
being finally rolled in powdered rock candy 
and receiving the name of ‘“‘rock-and-rye 
cordials.”” These rank now before all other 
rum drops, port wine, sherry and cordial! 
devices which our manufactories send so 
largely throughout the south and west part 
of this prohibition agitated country. There 
are numerous other bon-bon devices in the 
two hundred and more kinds of 
candies and sugared fruits kept 
on St. Louis shelves which = are 
either rolled in cocoanut, chocolate, chopped 
fruit or mixed flavored syrups, making them 
supérior to the plain cream bon-bon, which is 
now only sold in the assorted mixtures put 
up in special boxes. 
FASHIONABLE CANDY 

seldom takesi§any shape outside of the 
varieties of the square, circle, cone and oblong 
block or pillar. These are principally of 
fruit jellies and richly-flavored creams 
contained in. sugar molds’ or hard 
enough to be only decorated, 
and = include of the new makes 
plum comfits ‘Spistache ice, pistache being fa 
nut; cocoa trocaderos, in squares; monte 
christo paste, a combination of apple and 
apricot; tutti fruit, really a fruit medley: 
vastille dips, of cream; apricot bon-bons; 

alermo cream ice, a fruit and 
sandwich: strawberry gems: cocoa 
glaces: Princess Nougatine, chocolate and 
cocoa bon-bon: Parisian delight, a square 
spread with frvit paste; cream-blocks, fruit 
and sugar samiwiches, prune paste, cinna- 
mon potatoes; marshmallow drops, either 
white, rose or chocolate; rolls in jelly- 
cake stvie of cranberry, sherbert and 
apple paste. [Uracil nut bon-bons and maple 
cocoanut drops are the very latest combina- 
tion. Sea foam is a white square of delicious 
vaste now sold in preference to marshmal- 
lows, whikh it resembles. Buttercup cara- 
mels are a mixture of cream, butter 
and sugar dipped in hot molasses. One firm 
makes these a specialty. 

Chocolate candies have but one new shape 
—ribbed to imitate an almond kernel. 
The best is the inixed-flavor 
cream chocolate. It is hand-made 
and has a hard crust which does not soften 
and stain the fingers as glazed drops will. 
These fine confections are shipped as far 
west as Texas 2nd New Mexico. 

IN PURCHASING CANDIES 

the customer should guard his own interests 
and health by refusing anything colored with 
chrome yellow, emeraid green and other pig- 
ments, which he knows, or should learn, 
are minerals, and therefore poisonous. 
The trustworthy confectioners use nothing 
but cochineal, maple sugar, chocolate and 
vegetable coloring matter, and a glance down 
their counters shows only these colors 
and their various shades. Analine 
dyes are said to be in use by 
some candy firms who hold that they make 
a prettier effect and are not used in suffi- 
cent quantity to injure the system. This is 
not true, however, as analine 
is a cumulative poison which is 
absorbed into the blood and soon shows 
its effect upon the system. Once ounce of 
ecochineal will color 1,000 pounds of candy. 
The analine is at least one-tenth cheaper,and 
where large quantities of candy are made a 
great saving may thus be effected. 

A retailer of standing, who claims to make 
use of neither adulterations nor poisonous 
dyes, says that two tons of 
terra alba, or white earth, 
are used in St. Louis 

EVERY PAY TO ADULTERATE CANDIES, 
some using as high as per cent of this 
poisonous matter. Terra alba is brought 
over from England as ship ballast and sold 
for a verysmall sum. Mothers who 
choose’ the crystal or flint stick 
candy for their little ones because 
they believe it to be pure should be careful 
to avoid that which has white streaks the 
length of the stick, as in these white marks 
is the one opportunity for adulteration 
which the conscienceless confectioner 
has, and will probably make _ use of. 
There is a chance, however, that the candy 
is pure, and a sure test of itis to dissolve a 
stick of itin a glass of water. Lf thereis any 
sediment precipitated throw the candy away, 
for that is an indication of 
the presence of terra alba. 
There may be a little grape sugar in the 
stick, butthat is not considered papensous. 
There is always a market for the stick candy 
among little people. It is now made pur- 
posely in the broken stick form. Glucose is 
also used in fine confections to retard gran- 
ulation, which all confectioners admit is the 
only way to keep the goods ina soft state, 
and is not objectionable. 

Caramels are as much eaten as ever, a new 
feature being the introduction of fruit be- 
tween the layers of candy. The wax paper 
squares which wrap them are now 
made in “New York, instead of being 
imported from France, and the enterprising 
** . = 

Yankee” has already found a way of adul 
terating them with paraffine.

Better goods are made here, and 
ess adulteration is complained of, than in any 
other large Western city. The same candy 
that sells in St. Louis for 40 cents per pound 
brings 75 cents in Chicago. Men are_ better 
customers than women because they buy In 
larger quantities, and that of the most 
expensive quality. Many of them have 
standing orders with confectioners to send a 
three-pound box to a certain young lady's 
address at stated intervals, and the excep- 
tional extravagant cases take nothing less 
than one of the satin-lined wicker baskets, 
strapped trunk-fashion, which brings a sin- 
gle package up to$. Men who use tobacco 
and liquor seldom eat confections, but 
those who abstain from these vices 
dispose of as much candy as any young girl 
whose digestion has never troubled her. 
H. Olay Sexton, the Fire Chief, is acknowl- 
edged to be the greatest candy-eater in St. 
Louis. He purchases from. six to eight 
pounds per week of the best bon-bons, and 
always = some of them in his pocket for an 
emergency, which, in less virtuous men, 
would be characterized by profanity or an 
indulgence of the two vices mentioned.

CHATTEL MORTCACES. 
Examples of the High 
Rates of Interest. 
What the Poor Pay for Small Loans--Chats 
with Borrowers.

The more closely that the chattel mortgage 
problem is studied the clearer becomes the fact 
that the rate of interest charged by the lender 
is always proportioned in inverse ratio to the 


F'uther 


' social status on the horrower. 


Where the 
latter is evideotly a person well versed in the 
ways of the world, five per cent per month is 
the rate of interest: while the charges for 
preliminary expenses sometimes bear some 
little resemblance to those mentioned by 
the notary who was’ consulted on 
the subject. On the other hand, 
when the borrower combines 
poverty and ignorance of the ways of the 
world, the shrewd lenders run the rate up to 
10 per cent per month and their deductions to 
the limit which they think the ‘‘clients” will 
stand without positively refusing to go 
further on the road to ruin, which they have 
begun to travel. A French lady living on 
Eleventh street exemplified this fact when 
she was narrating her experience with the 
morigagees. ‘“‘When I was poor and lived in 
one little room,” she said, “1 was forced tm 
borrow 320 once and I had to signa note for 
$55 before I got the money and to pay. 10 per 
cent on the larger amount. Now, that I have 
more and know more, lhave been able to 
borrow $250 on my note for $275, upon which 
I pay only 5 per cent per month interest.” 
Here was quite a difference. Iu the case of 
the smaller lean the amount charged for al- 
leged legal expenses was equal to 75 per 
cent of the sum borrowed: in the larger loan 
it was only 10 percent. The lady acknowl- 
edged that the ten ver cent transaction, 
even upon a comparatively small sum, was 
a graver matier to cope with than the five 
per cent upon the larger one. Still she com- 
plained that the monthly draw upon her in- 
come of $13 75 was getting to be quite mono- 
tonous. ’ 

The mother of a young man who was lab- 
oring under the incubus of a $37 40 liability, 
secured by chattel mortgage upon his house- 
hold effects, explained that her hopeful son 
had determined upon matrimony and that 
she would not for the world have the bride- 
elect or her relations knowof the existence 
of the incumbrance. If the Post-DispatTcn 
was to publish the fact there 
would be no telling how many 
hearts would suffer in consequence 
of the revelation. When she was assured 
that no names would. be blished she be- 
came communicative and stated that the 
liability resulted froma loan of $25 which 
her son had made, which showed that he, too, 
in the first month of his experiences with the 
money-lender, had found that 600 per cent 
per annum was the rate at which the mort 
ragee increased the indebtedness of his victim 
in the tirst instance. ‘The old lady, whose 
delight at the approaching nuptials of the 
son was made frequently apparent, assured 
the reporter that he was going to try hard to 
reiease the mortgage before the wedding-day, 
and once, with a sly touch of malicious mis- 
chief, hinted that, if he did not, there was 
going to be some fun in the other family 
when the discovery of the encumbrance was 
nade.

As yet they had 
been able to keep up their payments of $11 
per monti for interest, though they had not 
accomplished the reduction of the principal. 
They hoped, though, if work held out steady 
though the winter, to get their furniture clear 
of incumbrance. “In the event of another 
strike?’ the reporter suggested. ‘Then, 
God help us,” the careworn woman replied, 
as she glanced around the really handsome 
household effects which the couple had 
gathered round them in another city, and in 
happier days than they have met with since 
their arrival in St. Louis. 

‘“‘He’s gone to Chicago,” was the reply 
which the sister-in-law of one of the borrow- 
ers made to the reporter. ‘Times was too 
hard in St. Louis, so e went up there to look 
around fora job.” Itwasa chattel mortgage 
for $64 90 which had made times so hard that 
astout and willing worker was obliged to 
look to another city fora living. First had 
come sickness, then want, then trust at the 
grocer’s until it gave out, then a loan of $50 
on *‘the things,” then a promissory note for 
$149 more than the amount borrowed, then 
$650 a month interest, then despair, and, 
tinaliy, a departure from the city.

PaRis, October 2, 1882.—Just now there 
are two actresses who are being more talked 
about than any of the other queens of the 
Parisian monde dramatique. One of themis 
Mile. Léonide Leblanc of the Gymnase Dra- 
matique, the other Mile. Blanche Barretta ot 
the Comédie Francaise. Both are playing 
the leading réles in two very important dra- 
matic works. That of Mlle. Léonide Le- 
blanc isnota “creation,” for the rdéle of 
Héloise Paranquet in the drama of that 
name was first played at the same house by 


Mme. Pasca some sixteen years ago, but the 
excellence of her acting in this revival of the 
somewhat famous work of MM. Alexandre 
Dumas and Armand Durantin has fixed the 
attention of all theater-goers. Léonide Le- 
blanc is one of the most beautiful 
women on the Parisian stage and one 
of its most accomplised and talented mem- 
bers. Her professional beginnings were, 
however, marked with even more ups and 
downs than usually fall to the —— days 
of so many Parisian beauties. Her début was 
made, I will not say how many years ago, 
when she was barely 15 years of age, at a café 
chantant, in the then almost suburban dis- 
trict of Belleville. Her promotion was rapid, 
for she had barely made her appearance when 
an engagement at the Variétés Thédatre 
was offered her, and withina week from her 
début on the boulevard stage she hada 
house, diamonds, herses, a carriage and a 
footman in livery. Three or four weeks later 
she was penniless and consoling herself on

Nearly all the wonders 
that her residence contains have been dis- 
covered by their owner herself, either at the 
saiesrooms in the Rue Drouot, or in out-of- 
the-way nooks in Paris or the provinces. 
No one possesses to a higher degree the fiair, 
or scent, which is the essential quality for a 
collector to possess. There is also nothing 
commonplace about the collection, and some 
objects of exceeding rarity that she pussesses 
have been exiled by her to aroom quite at the 
top of her house, which sne laughingly cells 
her “capharnum,” simply because 
they were uot unique.

AN AMERICAN QUEEN. 


Queen meer Presenting Her Son 
to liam Penn. 
From the Harrisburg Patriot. 

In 1701 Alliquippa and her husband, whose 
name I have never ascertained, presented 
theirson Kanuksusy to William Penn, at 
New Castle. Almost halfacentury passes 
before I find any notice of Alliquippa after 
this event. Onthe 7th of August, 1849, 
Capt. Bienbille de Celeron, commanding the 
French expedition to the Ohio, found Alli- 
quippa at Shannopin’s Town on the Alle- 
Cees! River, just below the mouth of the 

‘wo-mile Run. Celeron in his journal says: 
“Leaving avegee the next day, August 7, 
we passed a village of Loups, all the inhabit- 
ants of which, except three Iroquois and an 
old woman, who was regarded as a Queen, 
and devoted to the English, had fled in alarm 
to Chiningue.” The old woman was Queen 
Alliquippa. Chiningue was the French name 
for Logstown. 

The next notice of the Queen I find in 
Washington’s journal, on his return from his 
mission to the French at Le Beuf. When at 
John Frazer’s, on the Monongahela, at the 
mouth of Turtle Creek on the 30th of De- 
cember, 1753, he wrote: ‘“‘As we intended to 
take horses here, and it required some time 
to tind them, | went up about three miles, to 
the mouth of the Youghiogheny, to visit 
Queen Alliquippa, who had expressed great 
concern that we passed her in going to the 
fort. I made hera present of a match-coat 
and a bottle of rum, which latter was thought 
much the better present of the two.” 

After the defeat and death of Jumonville, 
when Washington, in anticipation of an at- 
tack of alarge French foree, was busily en- 
gaged inenlarging and strengthening Fort 
Necessity, the Indians began to flock to him; 
toward night on the ist of June, 17é, Ensign 
Towers arrived with the Half-King, Tana- 
charison, Queen Alliquippa and her son, and 
other Indians. On the 10th Washington 
wrote to Governor Dinwiddie: Queen Alli- 
quippa desired that her son, who is really a 
great warrior, might be taken into council, as 
she was declining and unfit for business, and 
that he should have an English name yziven 
him. I therefore called tif Indians together 
by the advice of the Half-King, presented 
one of the medals and desired him to wear it 
in remembrance of his great father, the King 
of England, and called him by the name of 
Colonel Fairfax, which he was told signified 
the firstin council. This gave him great 
pleasure. | 

August 22, 1755, at a council held at Phila- 
delphia, Gov. Morris, “addressing hims«l!f to 
Kanuksusy, the son of old Alliquippa, whose 


mother is now living near Ray’s town, de- | 


sired him to hearken, for he was going to give 
him an English name. In token of our aftec- 


tion for your parents, andin expectation of’ 


your belnga useful man in these perilous 
times, I do, in the most solemn manner. 
adopt you by the name of Newcastle, and 
you to be cailed hereafter by that name 
which I have given you, because in 1701, | 
am informed, that your parents presented 
you tothe late Mr. William Penn at New 
Castle.” Alliquippa’s residence here men- 
tioned was five miles east of Ray’s town, 
near Bedford. 

In P. Colonial Records, vol. vi., p. 435, a 
letter is written from Richard Peters to 
James Burd, dated at ‘“Alloqueepy’s Town, 
17 June, 1755. The Queen upon the surren- 
der of the unfinished fort at ‘the forks,” by 
Ensign Ward, had retired to this place, and 
“A lliquippa’s Gap,”"Alliquippa’s Town” and 
Alliquippa’s Ridge” in this neighborhood are 
all laid down on old maps as late as 1770. 

On the 30th of June, 1756, Governor Morris 
wrote to Captain M’Kee: “Sir—The Indian. 
Newcastle, has a daughter at Taaffe’s called 
Canadahawaby, which he desired might be 
brought to Philadelphia. I promised she 
should be here on his return. He has 
proved a faithful friend of the govy- 
ernment, and is now employed by 
me .on a hazardous journey to the 
Indians on Susquehannah. You will, there- 
fore, immnodiabals proceed to Mr. Taaffe’s and 
let the Indian girl know that her father de- 
sired me to send for her to be here against he 
returned, and bring her along with you, and 
take great care of her on the journey. * * * 
If she has not had the smal!-pox, as it is now 
in town, ldesire you will conduct her to 
Shippensburg, the Proprietor’s seat, near 
this city, and not suffer her to come into this 


city; if she has had the small-pox, you may | 


bring her to Mrs. Boyl’s in Chestnut street.”’ 
Shippensburg, in the foregoing extract, is no 
doubt a misprint for Springetsbury, the Pro- 
prietor’s seat near Fairmount. 

When Neweastle started on his journey to 
the Susquehannah Indians, as mentioned, 
Gov. Morris issued a passport to *‘Cashunyon, 
thus showing that the 
Queen’s son was rich in names, he having

October 29, 173%6—“Capt. Newcastle having 
at the Governor’s desire visited Mr. Weiser, 
they came to town together. Capt. New- 
castle was taken ill of the small-pox.’’—Col. 
Ree., vii. 307. 

At a council held at Easton, November 17, 
1756, Goy. Denny, addressing Teedyuscung, 
said: “Since 1 set out I have heard of the 
death of several Indian friends by the small- 
0x at Philadelphia, and particularly Capt. 
Newcastle is dead, who was very instru- 
mental and joined with you as agent in car- 
rying on this good work of peace.”’ 

_Col. Burd’s Journal published Pa. Arch. 
N.S. vol. 2, p. 790, contains the following in- 
formation: On the evening of July 2, 1757, 
100 Indians arrived at Fort Augusta (Shamo- 
kin) from the treaty of Lancaster, under the 
care of Capt. Thomas McKee; they encamped 
above the fort toward the old town. Col. 
Burd in his journal writes of them June 4: 
‘This day all the Indians intended to go, but 
an accident happening, viz.: One Indian gir! 
shot another with a bullet and four swan shot 
through the arm, detained them: this girl 
that was shot was Neweastle’s daughter.” 


In the narrative of Marie Le Roy and Bar- | 
bara Lininger, what is now ealled Chartier’s | 


Creek was March 31, 1759, called Alliquippa 
River. Neville B. Craig, in the “Olden 
Time,” vol. 2, p. 403, writing of the first 
island below Pittsburg, opposite the mouth 
Of Chartier’s Creek, now called Brunot’s 
Island, says: “We recollected noticing ip an 
early survey of the McKee property that this 
island was called Alliquippa’s.”

fire to by inotesanty brooding over wrongs 
without the possibility of redress. It is not 
fair to lump all these groups _ together 
and to brand them as Nihilists. It should 
be remembered that the very terror- 
ists of the Narodnaia Volia (‘Will of the 
ople”’) who were driven to their present 

loa by sheer despair of making an im- 
pression by any other procedure, have even 

uite recently decla ina remarkable mani- 

esto that if the Czar were to consent to the 
convocation of a National Constituent As- 
sembly, they would at once cease using VI0- 
lent means. 

When Gen. Garfield was struck down by 
the hand of a crack-brained assassin the 
Secret Russian Committee issued a protest 
containing expressions of dee sympathy 
with the people of the United States, and an 
energetic denunciation of the vile murderer. 
“In a country,” they said, “‘where the per- 
sonal liberty of the citizens allow of a pacific 
agitation for an idea, and where the free will 
of the people not only frames the laws, but 
chooses the Government, assassination as a 
means of political struggle is_ tantamount to 
that very despotism the overthrow of which 
is the object of the revolutionary party in 
Russia.” 

Surely these views are not what most peo- 
ple would not call ‘‘Nihilism.” Only step by 
step, and very wae, at first, were even 
the extreme Russian Socialists induced to 
give up their originally peaceful agitation 
among the peasantry and the people of the 
workshops. They began as thorough ideal- 
ists, imbued with an apostolic spirit. Mostly 
young man and girls of the well-to-do, cul- 
tured, even aristocratic, class, they gave up 
all their earthly prospects ; dressed like work- 
ing people and peasants; changed their 
names; mixed and labored with the crowd, 
trying to gainit over tothe new gospel of 
political and social progress—often with very 
indifferent success; for the more brutish 
among the ignorant multitude often handed 
over their would-be friends and deliverers to 
the police. Of these enthusiasts, a book 
(Subterranean Russia) published by a pseu- 
donym author, M. Stephnjak,.but the con- 
tents of which are in no small measure 
authenticated by a well known Russian exile, 


says: 
‘Their creed was Socialism; their god, the 
eople. They were ready for every sacrifice, 
but they possessed neither the impetuosity 
nor the deep passions necessary for the com- 
bat. After the first disappointments they no 
longer hoped for victory, but aimed more at 
the crown of thorns than at the laure! wreath. 
They were overflowing with love, and unabie 
to hate anybody—not even their execution- 
ers 


Not a few of these, however, whose career 
had thus commenced, afterward changed into 
supporters of a system of revolutionary ter- 
ror, owing to the wholesale arrest aud depor- 
tation of the most peaceful propagandists. 
The trial of 193 prisoners at Moscow, in 1878, 
destroyed the last illusions as to the possibil- 
ity of a legal agitation for social and political 
reform. Then, in Schiller’s words, “The 
milk of en thought turned into dragon’s 
bane.”’ Conspiratory circles were formed, in 
which “a covenant with death’ was the 
parole, 

There is not space enough here to give a 
description, highly instructive as it would 
be, of the 2 oy martyrs of revolutionary 
conviction who have suffered the penalty of 
their deeds during the last few years. Among 
the various typical figures of these con- 
spiracies, two at least may be mentioned: 
Danitri Lissogub, who was hanged, on the 
denunciation of his own steward, for having 
devoted his whole property to propagandism 
and revolutionary action. It came out in the 
Trial of the Sixteen, in 1880, that Lissogub 
sold landed estates of the value of 200,000 ru- 
bles for that purpose. Pale, haggard, long- 
bearded, of apostolic aspect and demeanor, 
this enthusiast always appeared in most 
shabby garb, thinly clad in the bitterest cold. 
The author of “Subterranean Russia” cal!s 
him “the Saint of Nihilism.” His eounter- 
part was Valerian Ossinsky. He is depicted 
as of great manly beauty, tall, slim, of ele- 
gant attitude, with blue eyes of enthusiastic 
expression, fair-haired and well-bearded, of 
charming manners, a favorite of women. He 
was the best collector of pecuniary means for 
the party. When he asked for contributions 
even old misers did not resist his persuasive 
voice. He is called the “Apollo of Nihil- 
ism.”” He, too, ended at the gallows.
